HONGKONG TRADING 
CONCERN'S AFFAIRS.

Startling allegations involving 
sums said tO amount to about 
$60,000.are being made against the 
International Trading Company, 
which has premtses above the local 
Bank of Canton, Ltd. ‘Reports 
have been made to the. police that 
the principal, Mr, C. Gardner, a 
European, was not to be found at 
his office. 

On learning of the rumour, a 
China Mail reporter proceeded to 
the Chinese business centre and 


there learntthat two Chinese firms |’ 


whose main business it isto supply | 
export dongs: had made statements 
atthe Central Station yésterday. 
‘The first one located was the Tung 
Sang ‘Wing, oil dealers, of No. 22, 
Connaught Road West, Our repor- 
ter was informed that thé Interna- 
tional Trading Co. had purchased, 
through a broker, 1,500 cases of 
peanut oil, the specifications being, 
old cases; cach containing two tins 
of 37lbs. net weight, at $28 per 
picul F.O.B. Hongkong steamer, 
the total amount being $23,346. In 
accordance with instructions from 
the company, so it was stated, the 
cases were stencilled P.G., Seattle 


and shipped on board an Admiral |: 


Line steamer Jast Friday. It was 
also explained that the custom In 
transaction® of this kind is for the 
mate’s receipt to be handed 
ever to the purchasers who 
would arrange for the 
Lading, ete. A cheque was 
issued tothe Tung Sang Wing in 
payment of the purchase, On 
presentation tothe bank, the dealer, 
it is said, could not obtain cash and 
a return was made to the office, but 
here, the dealer alleges, Mr. 
Gardner was not present. Ques- 
tioned further, the Tung Sang 
Wing explained that the deal, was 
for immediate delivery, the order 
being received a few days before 
the date of shipment. 

Anotherrumour was current that 
the Wo Fung, rice dealers of ‘No. 
102, Connaught Road West, were 
also interested. When the China 
Mailman called, the master was 
out, but a'fok? made a statement 
that they had delivered 1,000 bags 
of Siam Garden Rice to the Lnoter- 
national’ Trading Company, ‘for 
cash on completion of delivery, 
but had failed to obtain 
payment. A slip was produced 
which was to the effect that the 
rice-Siam Garden being a standard 
grade recognised on both sides of 
the Pacific—was to be shipped by 
the ss. “President Mckinley.” 
Half the shipment was marked 
C. & Co,, Cienfugos and the other 
half A XR, Cienfugos. (Cienfugos 
is a port in Cuba.) The value of the 
shipment is uver$13,000, In this case 
it was also stated that a cheque was 
issued but the dealer could not 
get payment at the bank.

DAVY. 


At, Helena May Institute last 
evening, Colonel Davy gave an 
interesting lecture on the “ Fairy 

jo aLand of Fabre. The Rev. J. Kirk 
- Maconachie was in the chair. 

Fabre was bora in a Little village 
in the south of France in the year 
1823 so, in a small way, the assem- 
bly (Colonel Davy remaked) might 
regard themselves as_celebrating 
the first centenary of his birth, He 
seems early to have shown signs of 

. superior abilities coupled with’ a 

+ thirst for knowledge. Gaining a 
bursary at Avignon he entered the 
scholastic profession and in carly 
manhood found his true vocation 
as a naturalist. The successful 
publication of a -nuniber of text- 
books on elementary science and 
natural history at last set him free 
from hum drum toil, giving him the 
means of escape to the fields where 
he gealised the dream of his life. 
Fabre thus comments, on his 
freedom :— 


“For forty years Ihave strug- 
gled ...against the sordid 
‘ miiteries ‘of life. The wish is 
re . It is a little late, my 


pretty insects! I greatly fear

“Tt is pleasant to qeflect,” com=

A SKILFUL PEN. 

“Fabre’s methods did not escope 
criticism from the old-fashioned 
school of naturalists.
